BARON VON PLESSEN called at this Office on the 22nd instant and stated th 
the German Bast African Association had addressed a Petition to the Imperial Gover 
ment, in which they expressed their apprehensions lest the expedition undertaken by 
Mr. Stanley for the relief of Emin Pasha should, after effecting its purpose, he utilized 
for the establishment, or paving the way for the establishment, of English Protectorates 
at the back of the German sphere of action in East Africa. 

‘The German Government, Baron yon Plessen explained, did not share thi 
hension of the Company, inasmuch as in the negotiations of last October respecting: the 
delimitation of the English and German spheres of influence in eastern Africa, the main 
question was the arrangement of a line of demarcation, on the north of which the 
were free to operate, while the Germans were to operate on the south of it. land 
expressly engaged not to acquire possessions, accept Protectorates, or oppose the 
extension of German influence to the south of the line of demarcation ; and although it 

true that no special geographical line had been expressly fixed by agreement for the 
delimitation to the west, Baron von Plessen said that the Imperial Goernment had 
started from the idea that England would leave Germany a free hand for tie future 
the territories south of the Victoria-Nyanza Lake, and, without interfering with the 
territories lying to the east of the Lakes Tanganyika and Nyassa at the back of the Geru 
Protectorate, would confine herself to opening up the territories lying to the north of the 
agreed Tine. As, however, rumours, had ‘reached the Imperial Governient that 
Mr. Mackinnon, who had largely contributed to the Emin Pasha Expedition, was not 
alone actuated by purely philanthropic aims, but also entertained views of a commercial 
and political character, which rumours harmonized with the telegraphic Report roccived 
from Zanzibar, that he was treating with the Sultan for the collection of customs at 
Mombasa, Baron von Plessen stated that his Government had deemed it expedient to 
lay an early explanation of their views on this question before Her Majesty's Govern. 
ment. 

T have to instruct your Exeelleney with regard to this communication to at once 
form the German Government that Her Majesty's Government take the same view of 
the question as is entertained at Berlin, and are prepared to discourage British annexa- 
tions in the rear of the German sphere of influence, on the understanding that the 
German Government will equally discourage German annexations in the rear of the 
British sphere,

T HAVE the honour to report the arrival here, on the 17th instant, of Dr. Peters, 
the head of the German African Company, with thirty-five companions, mostly 
employes of the Company, 

. Peters immediaicly commenced engaging, ax a guanl, a number of Balooch 
and Hadramaut soldiers, recently discharged from His Highness’ serviee, who, though 
possessing all the worst faults of mercenary levies, will, when armed with rifles and 
under German officers, prove a most efficient force in dealing with native Chiefs in the 
interior. 

‘Tho German Consul-General, when presenting Dr. Peters to the Sultan on the 
20th instant, intimated that he would be glad of letters of recommendation to His 
Highness’ Governors on the const, and trusted His Highness would afford Dr. Peters 
and his party all possible assistance, 

‘The Sultan entertains the greatest distrust of the representatives of the German 
Company here; and the open way in which they refer to their power, and discuss 
projects not favourable to His Highness’ rights, is far from being reassuring. It is 
therefore not surprising that he does not heartily co-operate with them. 

In twking my advice as to how le should act under these circumstances, Ilis 
Highness referred ton number of recent incidents which caused him uneasiness, and 
stated that he was in hourly dread of dangerous complications arisimg on his mainland 
possessions, 

T did not attempt to deny, or even minimize, the critical nature of his present 
position, but reitorated the advice which I have not ceased to urge upon him since the 
Settlement of tho Jihlke difficulty. I told him that, at whatever cost to his fecling 

© must put entirely aside as belonging to past history the sense of injury an 
justice ho still evidently calls up as Koenly as ever at the very mention of the 
jerman Representative. I pointed out that, having Prince Bismarck’s personal 
surance that my colleague has strict instructions to do all in his power to cement a 
incere friendship between his Government and His Highness, and to see that all his 
ights under existing ‘Treaties and ments should he preserved to him, and that 
ho suffered no injustice, Mis Highness should now, on his part, endeavour to show 
that he looked upon all his recent difficulties with Dr. Arendt as purely the result of a 
mutual misunderstanding, and that the best way of making this clear would be to go 
as frankly to my colleague as he always did to me, and ask his advice regarding all 
subjects fn which the German Go jects were interested. 

Onls those who have been behind the scenes during the past year, and know the 
truth of all that is involved in the Sultan's intense dissatisfaction with recent German 

‘can appreciate the difficulty of inducing him to adopt such a course, but His 
Highness at once wrote letters recommending Dr. Peters to his authorities on the 
coast, and T eventually obi ict promise from him that he would facilitate 
in every fair way the transfer of any land and buildings at Dar-es-Salaam and Pangani, 
which the African Company might require when taking over the Customs at those 
ports, and that, should they press for similar concessions at other ports within the sphere 
of German influenes, he would unreservedly concede to them terms equally favourable 
to those given to the British East Afriean Assoviati

I AM direeted by the Marquis of Salisbury to acquaint you, for the information 
of the Secretary of State for India in Council, that, according to a conimunication 
which has been made to his Lordship, a certain Dr. Gregory, who for the last twelve 
Years has resided at Zanzibar, left that place recently for the north-west provinces 
of India with the intention of ‘offering his servees to the British authorities in those 
Provinces. 

It having been intimated to his Loriship confidentially that Dr, Gregory was not 
‘considered to be a trustworthy person, and might possibly not be indisposed to act as a 
Russian spy, he caused inquiry to be made as to his antecedents, and obtained the 
following Information, which ‘may be considered reliable, and which he thinks it 
advisable to communicate confidentially to Lord Cross. 

‘Dr. Gregory is a native of Little Russia, a Russian subject, and by birth and religion 
a Jow. After studying medicine he was sent to Turkestait, where he served under 
General Kaufmann, and on his return he quitted Russia without leave, and after a 
short stay in Egypt entered ns a surgeon in the service of the Sultan of Zanzibar. 

jequainted with the English, French, German, Dutch, Italian, Spanish, 
Persian, Turkish, Arabic, and Hindoostanee languages, in ‘addition to his own, and 
possesses also a Knowledge of several other dialects. In consequence of his abilities 
he rose to be a man of a certain importance in Zanzibar. 

His dislike for the Russians, who seized his diplomas when he left his country,

guard service both on land and water. 


ARTICLE X. 


In consideration of the foregoing Concessions, powers and privileges being granted 
{Uy Hla Highness, the Asociation, or their Representatives, allot to THis Highneas free 
cost, one founder's share, which shall entitle him to such proportion of the net 


profits, as shown by the books of the Company, after interest at the rate of 8 per cent, 
shall have been paid upon the shareholders paid-up capital, as shall attach to the said 
‘one founder's share.

THIS afternoon, in execution of the instructions conveyed to me by your 
Loniship’s despatch No. 145, Africa, of the Sth instant, T reminded M. Flourens of 
the asstirance he had given to me and to the German Ambassador on the 10th May 
last, that he would send at once to the French Consul at Zanzibar instructions by 
telegraph to negotiate a new Treaty with the Sultan on the basis of the Treaties con- 
tuded with Ilis Highness by Great Britain and Germany. I observed, however, that 
it appeared from a Report received by Her Majesty's Government from the Acting 
Britah Agent and Consul-General at Zanzibar, that, up to the date of his writing, no 
mention had been made by his French colleague of the receipt of the instructions 
mentioned by M. Flourens to the German Ambassador and to me, and I proceeded to 
ask M. Flourens whether he, on his side, had received information of the negotiations 
having been opened with the Sultan.

informed of it. 

His Excellency added that the Imperial ment would be glad to learn the 
views of Her Majesty's Government as to an equitable settlement, in order that the 
two Governments might agree to some terms of arrangement which they could press 
on both Zanzibar and Portugal. 

In order to meet the wishes of the German Government in this matter, T eaused

‘THE Imperial Government has received from their Consul at Zanzibar copies of 
two letters of the British Representative there, dated the 23rd and 26th July last, 
complaining of an alleged violation of the English sphere of interest in Fast Africa by 
officials of the German Witu Society. 

‘On the 17th instant Sir Edward Malet handed to tho Imperial Government a 
Memorandum on the same question. 

As the t diversity about the frontiers of Wituland can only affect the 
sovereign rights of the Sultan of Zanzibar, and not the rights of an English Company, 
the German Consul at Zanzibar has been instructed to suggest his English colleague, 
in a friendly manner, that the necessary representations to the German Consulate 
ought to come from the Sultan of Zanzibar.

1 HAVE had the honour to receive your notes of the 23rd and 25th ultimo, and 


have not failed to make inquiries of Captain Rabenhorst, the former tative 


of the German Witu Company, who reached Zanzibar by the last mail. With regard 
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to the complaints made by Mr. Mackenzie, the agent of the British East African 
‘Compang, a8 to an alleged unjustifiable encroachment on Captain Rabenhorst’s part 
or that of his agents on the Upper Ozi, Herr Rabenhorst states that he neither 
hoisted a flag on the bank of the Ozi nor collected duties at the ereck between Kau 
and Kiromandi (Kikoni), and that no native villages have been removed in the 
territory above Kau stretching from southward to the north bank of the Ozi. 

‘Phe agents of the Witu Company have indeed as yet done nothing whatever on 
the southern limit of the Company's territory or beyond it; on the contrary, Herr 
Rabenhorst learnt on the spot that Herr Denbardt, the Plenipotentiary of Sultan 
Achmed of Witu, hoisted the flag of that Sultan at Ngau, one of the places which is 
‘mentioned in your note of the 23n1 July, and which is situated not on the Oxi, but on

Sir, Zanzibar, August 27, 1887. 

I HAVE the honour to acknowledge with thanks the receipt of your despatch 
of the 2ist instant. In reply, I beg to state that I'am entirely in accord with you in 
thinking that the country lying behind the Sultan's territories at Kau, that is south of 
tho Ori River, shoul for the present be considered as neutral ground. 

Tshall at once inform the agents of the British East African Association that 
they are not to take any further steps till the northern limits of the British sphere of 
Influence are more distinctly defined by our respective Governments, and till it is 
settled whether the Ozi is an affluent of the ‘Tana or not. 

‘There is one point which I would beg to draw your attention to, and that is, that 
Prious tothe delimitation of the Sultan's testy by Captain Bendemmann, of the 

peral ship “Olga,” and General Mathews, the territory in question south of the Oxi 
‘was in the dominions of the Sultan of Zanzibar, and has never been in the possession of 
the Sultan of Witu.
